S.)—The cost of food is on the de- 
crease, declining 1 1-2 per cent be- 
tween December 15 and January 15, 
with a. decrease of 3 per cent since 
January a year ago, the department 
of labor announced today. There 
was, however, an increase of a 
little more than 62 per cent in re- 
tail food prices since 1913. 


Between December 15 and Janu- 


ary 15 decreased prices were re-

twenty-one 
articles, 


fresh eggs topping the list with a 
decline of 14 per cent. Ten articles 
increased in price.

Sheridan boulevard by autumn.

Tenth street in Lincoln has

secured. Grading on this three- 
and-a-half mile stretch, Mr. Ed- 
gren states, 
may be flnishe'd this 


summer and paving will follow soon_ 


On South 
Bank. 


The route of this cut-off haB been 


considerably changed since tha pro- 
ject was first announced. 
Starting 
w e s t 
as 
originally 


planned, the highway leads out on 
the main street of Havelock but 
half a niile, accordir-g to 
present 


schedules, before slanting off to 
the south. 
Thus it will skirt the 


south bank of Salt creek instead of 
the north until within a quarter of 
a mile of Twenty-seventh street. 
There a new bridge will be con- 
structed and the highway carried to 
the northern slope of the valley. 


On leading into Fourteenth street, 


the new cutoff will follow that road 
south across Salt creek again and 
then turn west four blocks to Tenth 
street. 


Travelers 
coming into Lincoln 


from Omaha either on the Corn- 
husker or on the D. L. D. may take 
this cutoff to reach the main part of 
town without going through subur- 
ban districts, without ctuishig rail- 
road tracks and 
without 
making 


numerous turns. At state fair time, 
It will afford an almost direct route 
to the grounds. The same will be 
true on days of football games in 
the Coliseum or other big events. 


%WilI Afford Drive. 


Besides the practical advantages, 


the new cutoff will affoi d a beau- 
tiful and unusual drive to thousands 
Of Lincoln people and visitors 
• While practically no serious ob- 
jections havo been raised to the 
bCherne by property owners u'ong 
tlie right-of-way, according to Mr. 
Edgren, the 
details of 
obtaining 


numerous deeds and grants has 
taken up much time.

At thf 
same time, through traffic in all 
part& oC the city will be much bet- 
ter distributed. 


What remains now is perhaps the 


hardest task of all—to get a high- 
way put through from tho- S Y. A. 
on tho north to join with the Asy- 
lum loop on the southwest. While 
Mr. Edgren has put uo work on this 
project as yet, ho expects that Hie 
road will make a half circle around 
the Salt lake. 


The deeds "which the county com- 


mission accepted this week provide 
that a paving district be created to 
include the Taylor tract, south of 
O street. The county is to pay 75 
per cent of paving costs. The first 
half mile of Boulevard between O 
and A streets is thus provided. The 
Suart tract lies south of this, ex- 
tending from A street to Randolph 
street. Mr. Stuart also expects to 
pave by summer. Smaller links far- 
ther south probably will be put in 
during the coming- season, also, -and 
bring the loop to Sheridan boule- 
vard. From there on to the peni- 
tentiary, the'right-of-way is prac- 
tically assured.

Telegrapher's Knack Saves 


Lives of 7 Locked in Safe 


CLEVELAND. O., Feb. 19.—(U-1 


P.)—Because one man remembered 
a telegraphic code he learned as 
a i>choolboy, seven men were alive 
today, after being locked in a safe 
by bandits who had robbed them of 
51,000. 


S. %V. Blaze, president of the Star 


Elevator Co., tapped on the thick 
steel door of the safe the combina- 
tion by which those outside were 
able to release the seven who were 
threatened with suffocation. 


Four masked bandits'* entered the 


company's office today, and 
after 


stripping Blaze and six other men 
of their 
.mqney 
and 
valuables, 


pushed them into the safe. Inside, 
the air was close and within a few 
minutes after their imprisonment, 
which lasted 
nearly an hour, the 


seven began to feel the effects of 
the foul air. 


Blaze was 
the 
only one v.-ho 


knew the safe's combination. The 
walls were too thick to shout the 
numbers through to those outside. 


A brief examination of the heavy 


vault disclosed the fact that 
it 


would be hours before a forcible en- 
trance could be made. 
Detecti\e 


Lieut. Frank Storey, heading the 
party of rescuers motioned for si- 


lence. He tapped on the door. 


From inside came answering taps. 


It was Blaze, who recognized and 
remembered the old tapping code of 
schoolboy days. 


Slowly he tapped out the numbers 


in the vault's combination. At each 
series of taps 
h", would pause. 


Storey had to tap back for a number 
to be 
repeated. Faintly it canie 


back. There were still several num- 
bers to come. 
Frantically the officer worked the 


dial. Blaze signalled he had given 
the full combination, but the door 
would not open. 
Storey signalled 


back for a complete repeat gf the 
combination. AVeakly the answer 
came that Blaze's 
sfcreilgth was 


leaving him. 
Storey got the signals with his 


eat; pre~s«=ed against the door. 
All 


at once there was a "click" as the 
last tumbler dropped back, and the 
detective turned the wheel •which 
throws back the catch. The door 
swung open. 
Gasping and reeling seven 
men 


staggered into the pure air, their 
faces pale and eyes bloodshot. In 
a short time, however, they had al- 
most fully recovered from their near 
approach to death.

WRITES OF TRIP 


Lincoln Man Tells Experiences in 


- Travels in Foreign 


Lands. 


•William Gold, president of Gold 


and company who is now on a trip 
around the world, mailed the follow 
ing letter from Colombo, January 
20, telling of some of his experi- 
ences: 


"It's now 10:30 a. m. and hot as 


blazes, am sitting on deck without 
hat, coat or vest and find it quite 
comfortable. 


"Monday, Tuesday and "Wednes- 


day, January 11. 12, and 13 we spent 
shopping and sight seeing in Bom- 
bay. 
The native sections are un- 


mentionable. 
Here you lind cows 


all over the place, •« herever you 
go, they are in the -vra.y, but must 
not be disturbed as they ars held 
sacred. 
The store keepers are the 


best traders you ever saw, but that 
is the way all over the Orient. 


"Tuesday night a few of u's went 


slumming. It was an awful sight. 


"AVe had rooms reserved' at the 


Taj Mahal hotel, -but did not stay 
over night as the place was full of 
rats and mice, so we paid for one 
day and went back to ihe boat. In 
Bombay \\e saw the burning Ghats 
where the Hindus burn their dead. 
A large open \urd, high wall all 
arornid. 
Our guide took a few of 


us in. There were about one dozen 
fire placet,. 
They first pile some 


wood, then the bod}, then more 
wood, then the pile is then sprinkled 
with oil and 
set 
on 
fire. 
The 


mourners sit on benches in front 
oC their fire and there 
if= not a 


sound excep't the noise of the at- 
tendants going fiom fire to fire and 
stirring them up a little. After the 
fire i.s out the ashes arc taken to 
the river and scattered over the 
water. From there we went to the 
"To\ver of Silence," the most grue- 
some place on earth. In the center 
of a bueautiftil garden on top of a hill 
is a large building with a big tower 
on top. 
flere 
the pnrsees bring 


their dead, which arc taken to the 
tower, stripped of all wrappings 
and left lying there for the vultures, 
of which there are hundreds flying 
around, to cat 
the 
flesh off the 


bones. Then the oldest male rela- 
tive goes up and crushes the skull 
with a club and the remains are 
then thrown into a huge lime pit. 
From there we went to the hanging 
gal dens which are quite beautiful. 


"Wednesday at 6:30 we left by 


special tram for Agra. My travel- 
ing companions were two English- 
men, 
a London banker and the 


other a manager of theaters in Eng- 
land—has a string of them, then a 
man by the name of Ewab from 
Cedar Rapids, la , and myself. It 
was an awful trip, locked in our 
compartments and only let out at 
stations, meals served in sections, 
beds a seat with a thin pad over 
it. and it was cold as could be at 
night. 
Each compartment had a 


wash stand, toilet and slower bath, 
but the latter was a joke. At night 
it was cold and by day hot as blazes 
and, oh so dirty. Thursday morn- 
ing we stopped for an hour to see 
Budda Temple, but it was closed 
to foreigners. 
AVe reached Agra 


Friday morning and tok native carts 
for the Taj Mahal. This is the most 
beautiful sight, and cannot be des- 
cribed. The entire setting is simply 
perfect. Grounds,* entrances and all 
just perfect. 
"We 
spent several 


hours there and the time was too 
short. 


"From there to Agra Fort, which 


is full oC beautiful 
sights. 
'Had 


lunch, then to some more tombs, 
but after seeing the Taj these latter 
are not- so much. In the evening 
went back to see.th Taj by moon- 
light. 
"Whenever* one goes to the 


Fort or any of the tombs he is 
dumbfounded 
'at 
the. enormous 


amount of beautiful stone carvings, 
but the Taj stands out alone all by 
itself. About 126 feet at the base, 
a'high tower at each corner, all ot 
pure white marble with the most 
bcautifu-1 carvings*, and 
inlays of 


seml-pr5cious Atones. 
Both inside 


and out the c'ar^ ings of the huge 
marble screen, 
which surrrounds 


the two coffins, are so wonderful 
that it all looks like beautiful lace 
work. The grounds, the approach, 
the different entrances, all in har- 
monv. 
It's simply wonderful. 


"AVe 
loft Agra at midnight for 


Fatchpure—Sikri, 20 miles away, 
This is the deserted city, a remark- 
able sight. Here we saw a mother- 
of-pearl altar, a beauty about ten 
feet square and the same height. 
The only living 
thing remaining 


there are hundreds of monkeys of 
all sizes. 
These are held sacred 


by the natives. - AA'e left here at 
noon Saturday and got back to 
Bombay Sunday evening at 7:30, 
tired but glad I went. Monday was 
spent shopping and we sailed that 
evening at 8 and hope to reach 
ColoiVibo tomorrow morning early.

disliked by those very peoples." 


Must See Other Side. 


The United States must analyze 


the pituntion, view it dispassionate- 
ly, in order to get the proper frame 
of mind to act sensibly in the mat- 
ter, declared the dean. He defined 
the Monroe doctrine as a declara- 
tion of the United States tha.t we do 
not want European nations estab- 
lishing- their government on this 
hemisphere or colonizing any part 
of it.

LOW GRAIN RATE 
REQUEST DENIED 


Missouri Valley Inter- 
ests Win Fight Against 


Minneapolis. 


The interstate commerce com- 


mission, in a decision, a copy of 
which is in the hands of Secretary 
\V. S. AVhitten of the chamber of 
commerce, has ruled against Minne- 
apolis in a request by trunk lines 
that rates on grain and grain pro- 
ducts shipped from that city to the 
east be reduced. 


The final decision says that the 


proposed schedules ha%e "not been 
found justified," 
and 
they have 


been ordered suspended and the 
proceedings discontinued. 


The 
proposed 
schedules 
were 


fought bitterly by the grain and 
milling interests of the Missouri 
valley at the hearing last fall at 
Kansas City. They contended that 
•the rates were preferential to Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul and that they 
would hamper business in this re- 
gion. 
Secretary AVhitten attended 


the hearings as a representative of 
the Lincoln Grain Exchange. 


The decision is a great victory for 


Missouri valley grain and milling 
interests, he said Saturday. 


In its decision the commerce com- 


mission said the proposed sched- 
ules would have proved preferen- 
tial to Minneapolis as it "repre- 
sents an effort to build up outbound 
grain business through that city, 
"which has not held its own as a 
milliner center." Minneapolis lias 
mateiially advanced as a grain cen- 
ter, however, the opinion added. 


Tho rate change would bring the 


Minneapolis millers into the field 
as much stronger competition to 
the opposing interests, the decision 
continued, after reviewing the rea- 


sons for the growth of t|he city us 
a grain center, and added: "It is 
tho Minneapolis rate rather than 
Buffalo prices that 
the ilissoinl 


valley millers have to meet in sell- 
ing flour in the east." 
' "Application of the rates." the 
commission said, "would lead to a 
disruption of the grain rate struc- 
ture, have marked effect on mar- 
keting and distribution and impair 
revenues of the carriers and their 
ability to render satisfactory s<"rv- 
ice. 
And farmers would not gain 


from tho reduction."

Alumni Chairman Thinks 
Freshmen at University 
Should Be Supervised. 


-Declares Plan Would 
Lessen Change and Pro- 
mote More Democracy. 


To obtain sufficient 
dormitory 


space so that every freshman girl 
in the university who does not re- 
side at home or who is not sell- 
supporting may l.a\e dormitory life 
is the plan of the dormitory com- 
mittee, which has been working on 
the subject for tha last three or 
fouc years. C. W. jtoceits, chair- 
man of the committee, outlines the 
needs for university residences in 
the Februaryjssufi of T'.e Nebraska 
Alumnus, 
the university alumni 


jo, r Jl. 
In hie report, Mr. Roberts says 
that by this system, girls could not 
live in a sorority house until there 
sophomore year. Practically every 
girl, unless working lor her support 
in a private home, would be re- 
quired to-have one year of dormi- 
tory life under university super- 
vision. 
The committee, according 


to the report, has not determined 
whether or not dormitory facilities 
for four years would be valuable, 
but it has found no demand for 
such a plan at present. 
"Just when such a dormitory can 


uo acquire-! Is problsiuatical but 
we hope that some action can te 
taken reasonably soon," Mr. Rob- 
erts says in his report. The com- 
mittee hopes to erect dormitories 
for freshmen boys in the future, but 
the girls' problem is given the at- 
tention at tbe present time. 
Quoting from the report, Mr. 
Roberts gives the following reasons 
for the construction of dormitories 
on thj university campus: 
"First—Inadequate rooming fa- 
cilities. As you know, practically 
the same rooming buses that werj 
here twentj jcais ago are still giv- 
ing tiiu same 
service as twenty 
years- ago, 
The university 
has 


grown, but with the exceptions of 
the new frat houses, the roomir.> 
situation has not Kept pace with th 
growth J.!a.ny of. the rooms are 
nborly ventilated and poorly heated. 
The dormitories, we hope, would be 
a means of causing the rooming 
houses to provide better accom- 
modations than before because tho 
demand would not be so great and 
competition would be keener. 


"Second—Breaking home ties. 


The influence of dormitory life un- 
der university supervision would be 
a great aid to the fieshmen. A 
girl taken directly from the en- 
•vironment of a quiet home life an'l 
thrust out to take care OL hoisi'lf, 
rooming wherever rooms are oT"a'l- 
able—well, it is a good deal likj •'. 
dash of cold water.

year In the dormitory wou' I be a 
tempering process where"}/- inde- 
pendence is more gradually ac- 
quired. 
"Third—Democratic assoc-ati jns.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—(L N. 
S.)~The immediate fate 
of 
the 


Boulder dam project in the Color- 
ado river appeared uncertain to- 
night as a series of legislative ob- 
stacles were hurled in the path 
of the Swing-Johnson bill in its 
race towartl enactment. 
Threats were made In the sen- 
ate to call up other measures early 
next week and a handful of amend- 
ments were proposed to vitally af- 
fect the bill, even while Senator 
Johnson, republican of California, 
made a stirring plea for immediate 
passage of the bill. Thousands of 
lives, Johnson said, were endang- 
ered by expected spring floods in 
the Colorado river and he warned 
the senate that unless the bill were 
enacted the fate of these people 
would "rest upon the heads" of 
members of congress. 


Would Prevent Floods. 


The project, Johnson 
told the 
senate, is the greatest ever attemp- 
ted in America. Its primary pur- 
pose, he added, is to prevent future 
floods along the Colorado river and 
particularly to safeguard the low- 
flung Imperial valley of Califor- 
nia.Its further purposes, 
he said, 


would be to construct one of the 
greatest power producing units in 
all American history and to reclaim 
600,000 acres of arid western lands. 


Before Johnson began to speak. 


Senator 
Lenroot, 
republican 
of 


AVisconsin, announced he 
would 


seek to call up the new 
public 
buildings bill Monday. If Lenroot 
succeeds, it would^ displace 
the 


Boulder dam measure and. kill all 
chances for enactment by the pres- 
ent congress. There were some in- 
dications too, that Lenroot might 
succeed. Another impending threat 
lay in the announcement of Sen- 
ator Harrison, democrat ofMissls- 
sippi, that he will move Wednesday 
to take up the Muscle Shoals bill. 
In order 
to allay 
opposition, 
Johnson meanwhile piroposed 
a 
series of amendments to his bill. 
The principal amendment 
would 
strike out the provision 
giving 


the secretary of the treasury pow- 
er to issue bonds to ijnance the 
Boulder dam project.

And that 
means often—and in many differ- 
ent cities. 


"Certainly no business organiza- 


tion is' going to keep on its pay-

NICARAGUA SEEN 


Outright Request for 


Such Step Would Oc- 
casion. Little Surprise. 


Advices Reaching Wash- 


ington Say Project 
Seriously Discussed. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—(I. X. 
S.)—A permanent or semi-perman- 
ent American protectorate in Nic- 
aragua, similar to that which now 
prevails in Haiti, apparently is to 
be the outcome of the present in- 
tervention there, according to all 
indications today. 
Advices 
reaching 
Washington 
state tha talready the project has, 
been seriously 
discu&sed between 
the state department's representa- 
tives in Niparagua and the leading 
supporters of the conservative DKKC. 
who is being maintained in the 
presidency ot the republic by the 
United States Marines. 
An oillnght request for such a 
protectorate from Diaz, just as he 
appealed for American intervention 
in the present warfare between the 
conservatives and the liberals, will 
occasion little surprise here. 
And 
the state department would sym- 
pathetically consider it is taken for 
gi anted. Such a protectroate would 
afford the necessary insurance for 
large American commercial inter- 
ests in Nicaragua, and at the same 
time 
protect in 
perpetuity 
the 
American goverment's rights to the 
canal route from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, purchased ten years ago. 
Treaty With Haiti. 


The Haitian protectorate is car- 
ried out through a treaty which 
gives the American government a 
dominant voice in the management 
of the republic. There is a perm- 
anent garri&on of American mar- 
ines, and there are American "ad- 
visers" to the president of the coun- 
try, appointed only with the approv- 
al of the state department. For all 
practical purposes .Haiti is about 
as> much of an American depend- 
ency as is Porto Rico, although the 
external appearance o£ a Haitian 
government is maintained. 


The atate department, for some 


days, has declined to discus's the 
Xicaraguan situation. Its silence is 
coincident with dispatches 
from 
Xicaragua telling of the conferences 
which Admiral J. K.. Latimer and 
Minister C. C. Eberhardt have been 
having with President 
Diaz 
and 
other Nicaraguan 
leaders. 
These 


conferences are understood to have 
ciabraced the protectorate project. 
Sacasa Chief Obstacle 


The chief obstacle is Dr_ Juan B 
Sacasa and his liberal element, no\\ 
engaged in a fairly successful re- 
volt against the Diaz government. 
t-acJ.sa has and continues to receive 
support from Mexican sources, and 
his claims to the constitutional 
presidency of the country aie recog- 
nized by Mexico, Costa Rica, and 
in patt by Guatemala. Through 
their aid, indirect but none the less 
effective, Sacaaa has been able to 
win success after success against 
the Diaz conservatives. 
The present aim of the state de- 
partment's representatives in Nica- 
ragua apparently 
l& to pacify the 
warrirg elements to the extent that 
a treaty can be arranged similar to 
the Haitian treaty, 
which would 
pro\ide a long period of American 
occupation That the effort at pac.- 
ficatino has not been altogether 
successful isi evidencd by the gov- 
ernment's dispatch of 1,400 addi- 
tional marines to Nicaragua, to- 
gether with airplanes and auxiliaries 
sufficient to police the country. The 
object plainly it, to "smothet" Sa- 
ca.sa's revolution by btoppage of 
his supplies, 
so that he will be 


more amenable to diplomatic rea- 
soning.

Veteran Nebraska Trapper Reports Catch Of 


Thirty Beaver From Along Republican River 


* 


Thirty beaver were trapped thi> 


season from the 
Republican river 


between McCook and Republican 
City by C. TV. Skeels of Republican 
City. He has been a trapper since 
boyhood and his father before him 
was a pioneer trapper, hunter, and 
fisherman in southern and western 
Nebraska. 


Although the first year the sea- 


son was opened on beaver in this 
state Mr. Skeels caught seventy- 
six in three weeks' thirty is a very 
good catch now because o£ the 
rapidity with which the animal is 
being exterminated. Formerly how- 
ever, the beaver was found 
along 


nearly every stream of any 
size 


which was near a wooded region. 


At present Nebraska 
has open 
season on beaver in November De- 
cember and January. 
Few people 


realize that along with wheat, corn, 
cattle and hog crops a fortune is 
taken from Nebraska every >ear in 
furs. An article is last Sunday's 
issue of The Lincoln Star which 
told" about 
trapping 
beaver and 


pointed out that over two million 
dollars worth of furs were trapped 
in Nebraska this past season came 
to Mr. Skeels' attention and he has 
related a few of his own exper- 
iences in trapping. 


Beavers are probably most noted , 


for their skill 
in damming small ' 


streams by gnawing 
down trees. 
The auimals are vei-y shy and dif- 
ficult to trap, but Mr. Skeels doe.s 
not believe that 
they ever gna-.v 


their feet off in order to escape 
from a trap as had been reported. 
They will twist • themselves loose 
Mr. Skeels declares as is evidenced 
by the fact that 75 per cent of tho 
beaver he has caught were crippled. 


C. "W. Skeels, Republican City veteran trapper, and his nephew, 
Vand Wintersteen, are shown standing in front of their tent pitched 
along the Republican river in the picture above and to the left. Some of 
their catches, stretched for curing purposes are hanging from the trees. 
The river scene shows Mr. Skeels securing his morning's catch and below 
he is carrying on his back an exceptionally large beaver. 


"Some of them had two and even 


three feet off and'some had part of 
their tails gone," according to this 
veteran trapper. "The 
cause of 
this is the amateur trapper who 
does not understand their habit? 
I 
can 
catch 
these 
cripples 
quite 
readily because I have studied their 
habits so closely that ini ail my 
years ol experience I have never 
had a bearer chew its foot off. 
"Beaver are>such strong animals 


that a trap 
which is 
powerful 


enough to hold them breaks their 
bones. 
Then when a beaver tries 


to set loose he winds up around a 
root .or peg and twists his foot off. 
I have trapped beav er in six inches 


of water, but never have I had one 
chew its foot off. 
"The first winter the season was 


opened on beaver I trapped seven- 
t\ -six in three weeks. One weighed 
106 pounds. Many of this number 
were trapped under the ice. I find 
it much easier and get more enjoy- 
ment out trapping them m this 
manner " 


Although a veteran trapper him- 


self and greatly 
enjoying this ac- 


tivity Mr. Skeels 
favors 
a law 


which would close the season on 
beaver because he says that beaver 
are becoming fewer and fewer and 
will soon be exterminated if such a 
law is not passed.

The recent survey of the homes 


of our state, especially the rural 
homes, shows 
conclusively that 


there is a real opportunity for im- 
provement in their equipment, that 
the rural homes are not 
taking 


maximum advantage of the con- 
veniences of applied science. 


The survey shows that to the 


rural woman of 
Nebraska 
relief 


fiom monotony makes a stronger 
appeal than relief from drudgeiy. 
Nebraska farm families have ninety 
seven automobiles and eighty-nine 
telephones to every one hundred 
families. Radios and phonographs 
are found in more than one-third 
and pianos in almost 
one-half of 


the farm homes. 


Xow compare this splendid re- 


cord with the following: 


Foitv-five out of ever> 100 farms 


are without water piped into the 
home and sixty-eight of every 100 
homes -are without kitchen sinks 
with running water. Eighty-one in 
every 100 homes are w ithout sta- 
tionary wash bowls with running 
water Three-fourths of the farm 
homes have outhouses, and only 
fourteen m every one hundred hav e 
installed flush toilets. 
One farm 


home only out of eleven in Xebras- 
ka has a water s>stem

has not held an annual convention. 
The change to the biennial plan 
-was voted at the convention in St 
Louis last April, and is regarded 
as marking the end of the pioneer 
period in the organization's history. 
"In this general council meeting, 


which takes the place of a na- 
tional convention, each state league, 
is entitled to be represented by its 
president and one other delegate. 


About lib women from forty-four 
states are expected 


"Xo changes in the league pro- 


gram as adopted in the 1926 con- 
vention can be made bv the coun- 
cil, except modifications required 
by altered conditions. The meeting 
of the most responsible leaders of 
the league in intimate conference 
is expected to give opportunity for 
firmer working-out of organization 
policies and procedure, and the pro- 
lection of long-range plans looking 
foward to the activities of a presi- 
dential election yeai".

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Back of the Unrest, of Youth 


Lies the Relation of Par- 
ents to Each Other, Says 
Minerva.- She Believes 
Broken Homes and Discoiv 
dant Homes Are Respon- 
sible For Youth VRevolt — 
Other Discussio'ns of Hu- 
man Interest. 


"Are parents responsible for the 


delinquency of their children? Is 
the modern cry, that the parents- are 
to blame for the revolt of youth, 
unjust? 


The parent who writes, to the 
Mail today beliex'es it is unfair to 
lay the the blame at the feet of 
of the parents, since so many out- 
side factors enter into the life of 
the modern child. I will tell what ; 
think about It today and we would 
like to hear what :you all believe 
on the subject. 
Dear .Minerva: 
The -magazines 


and newspapers, and modern liter- 
ature are filled with discussions ol 
the so-called revolt of youth, the 
perplexing- . problems presented by 
the young people today.' The latest 
thing seems to be to blame the 
parents for everything. 
Is ihis fair? I believe not. In some 
cases the parents are to blame, of 
course. But in many cases the par- 
ents do the very best -they know- 
how, are conscientious and unself- 
ish, still the young people drift and 
hit the rocks. 
So many outside factors enter the 


life of the modern child. How can 
the parents be held responsible? 
T-hsre are the teachers -who have 'the 
child for many .m.ore ho.urs .than the 
parent does. There are the movies 
and their false standards. There is 
the new literature itself- to- blame, 
giving the young .people, the. .Idea 
that they are a law unto themselves, 
lending- them self-importance ' 'and 
courage to try out new ideas. - • 
It Just makes me .mad. .when I 
read that the parents are to blame 
for everything. 
Beyond a certian 


point of feeding-, clothing 'and at- 
tempting to Instill sound • teachings 
in the mind of our children, we are 
helpless. 
Please give me your opinion, 


Minerva. A PARENT." 
A. I don't fancy the expression of 


"blaming the parents" myself. There 
Is not much satisfaction In finding 
who has left the barn door open 
after the horse has escaped, only for 
the opportunity it gives to see that 
the same carelessness, or lack of 
knowledge, does not occur a 'sec- 
ond time. 
«. 
I believe the responsibility for the 


child's well-being- does lie in the 
hands of the parents. That is the 
lifty-fifty job of the father and the 
mother. 
The emotional life of a ch'ild de- 
velops very early, some authorities 
say as early as six years of age. 
The. things that happen in the fam- 
ily life have a tremendous influence 
upon.the mind of the child, and ef- 
fect upon the development of that 
child Into an adult with social rela- 
tions to 'the outside world. 
Judge 
Ben Llndsey and 
Dr. 


Joseph 
Collins and other modern 


writers of today say that youth 
has revolted because it has been lied 


• to and has Just found it out. This 


idea is that there has been too much 
repression and glossing over of the 
facts of life for the chila. mind, that 
o. new demand for truth has arisen 
among young people and they are 
setting- out to find out facts them- 
selves through experimentation. 
It does seem that young people 


have been set adrift, mentally and 
emotionally. In all too many homos 
they have seen discord and unhap- 
piness flourish. They want some- 
thing different for themselves. They 
have no desire to marry, and quar- 
rel and suffer deprivations as -their 
parents have done. They are looking 
for some goal with greater illumina- 
tion. They don't know 'what. The 
lives of their parents are not vivid 
enough for them. Yet they have 
not found 'their own. So they are 


, more or less adrift 
I am convinced that at the back 


of much .of the unrest of youth lies 
the relation of parents to 
each 


other." It is not 
the verbal moral 
preachment we give our • children 
that molds them, it is our furnish- 
ing of models. Mere "force and mere 
'violence never really train. It is the 
social life in the family group that 
sets the standards. 
I-believe we need no more legisla<- 


tion, nor force nor x-epression for 
young people, but greater emphasis 
upon tie relationship of the family 
itself. The -bruises inflicted upon 
the child's mind by lack of under- 
standing in the home, by small irri- 
tations encountered, by the psycho- 
logical effect of the discord about 
him, .are of incalculable importance 
upon that child's adult life. 
Social workers who deal with the 


juvenile delinquent cases-tell us that 
the child brought into court is gen- 
erally from a broken home, or from 
a home where the relations of fath- 
er and mother, to each other, are 
uncomfortable. The child in the 
broken home feels unwanted 
and 


has no one -who concentrates deeply 
enough on his' problems. There is 


•. an unwholesome strain, there. 


The lack of respect of parents for 
each^'other surely has its definite 
bearing: upon the mind of the child. 
The father is often not the tyrant 
the child pictures him to be, but 
he sees the father through the dis- 
approving eyes of the mother. The 
mother complains about the father, 
belittles 
him, until his discipline 


goes for naught with the chlld.'-This 
is Just one phase of .unfortunate 
discord. ln~ the home. 
.. But it is an Important one. The 
authorities tell us that the relation 
of the young girl to the father and 
brother in the home Is often 
re- 


sponsible for- her undesirable rela- 
tions with men outside the home. 
In the home where the parents at 


the helm meet the dally problems 


with 
humor 
and 
• understanding 


and study, where there exists 
a 


definite philosophy of religion, the 
child is provided with a 
definite 
goal to work for, he has something 
vivid to live for. And he is not like- 
ly to revolt against the behaviour 
code of his parents, when he sees it 
worked out satisfactorily by them. 
It is all a big problem. But I be- 
lieve its solution does lie in the 
home, and in the .influence of the 
home and parents upon the child.

trees attracted the insect life. 


Six Species Now Extinct Here. 
Of course, shore and water birds 


were rather widely distributed in 
the state before the growth of tho 
forested areas. 
Nebraska's lakes • 
and marshy spots attracted them. 
In a paper on "An Analysis of .Ne- 
braska's Bird Fauna," Dr. Wolcott 
has listed six species of birds that 
have been found in the state but 
which now are extinct. He men- 
tions the lesser prairie hen, which 
has not been seen in Nebraska sinco 
the early '70s, wild turkey, formerly . 
found in the eastern portion of tho 
state, the passenger pigeon, the 
Carolina' paroquet once found in 
the southeast, the western .raven, 
and the white-necked raven, whose 
habitat was in the western portions. 
Dr. Wolcott has summarized the 
distribution 
of 
Nebraska ' birds 


through the year in this manner: 
Birds found within the state during 
the whole year, 70; found in migra- 
tions and during the summer, 174; 
found during spring and fall migra- 
tions, in certain cases accidental in, 
summer, and in others possibly wln,- 
tering, 106; winter' birds, possibly 
in some cases^coming early in fall 
arid others lingering late in spring, 
46The little chickadee is ono-of INe- 
braska's best known birds, as it is 
easily recognized and is a twelve 
months' resident. The robin might 
be a popularity contest winner for 
it is known by all the family, from 
the baby on to grandfather. 
An 
early comer, it is a harbinger of 
spring. English sparrows probably 
lead in numbers, but this bird is a 
foreigner introduced to the state* 
Woodpeckers, flickers, 
blue jays, 
cardinals, and a couple of varieties 
of flickers are among the most num- 
erous and well known varieties and 
are found in larger or smaller num- 
bers in some part of the state the 
year round. 
State 'Divided in Zones. 


In zoning the bird life of Ne- 
braska, Dr. Wolcott has.written: 
"The forms peculiar to both tho 
Missouri and Pine ridge regions are 
mostly 
woodland forms; 
those 
.peculiar to the sand hills, with ono 
exception, water birds; while those 
peculiar to the plains arc birds of 
the west* which find the western 
end of Nebraska within the limit 
of their range. The prairie region 
has no marked physical or 


floral features, such as have the 
other regions, to attract forms pe- 
culiar to it 
The small number 


of forms in the Pine Ridge region 
is due to the narrow limit here set 
to it, practically restricting it to 
woodland forms." 
Temperature and .moisture and 
certain local conditions determine 
the area of each zone and also tho 
character of the bird species in 
each section. The Missouri region 
includes the Missouri river coun- 
try and extends along the tributary 
streams to the Prairie 
regions, 


which goes westward 
half 
way 
across the state, the Sand hill re- 
gion, lying between the Niobrara 
valley and the Platte valley, in gen- 
eral, the Plains regions, west from, 
the above region, extending east- 
ward along the Niobrara and south 
at the Platte to meet the prairlo 
region, and the Pine Ridge region, 
which includes only the deep can- 
yons of the Pino ridge in Sioux and 
Dawes counties. 
s- 
The Missouri river region has 144 
summer residents, with 24 species 
peculiar to it. according to Dr. Wol- 
cott's analysis. The Prairie re- 
gion has 132 summer species, tho 
Sand Hill region, 99, -"'lh 15 pecu- 
liar to It, the Plains region, 104. 
and twelve found in no other por- 
tion, the Pine Ridere region, 67, with 
25 species peculiar to that section. 


The following birds find only In 


our section of the state conditions 
suitable for summer residence and 
breeding. As Dr. Wolcott says, they ' 
may struggle into the prairie re- 
gions ns they migrate, but they aro 
peculiar in Nebraska to our section, 
of the slate. The birds arc: Wood- 
cock, ruffed grouse, broad- winged 
hawk, bald eagle, osprey, saw-whet 
owl, 
Carolina paroquet, which 
Is 


now extinct, yellow-bellied 
wood- 


pecker, northern plicated woodpec- 
ker, which may bo extinct here.

Tn some cases this 
variation is so pronounced thnt it 
is very unwise to specify a definite 
range of leception irom any radio 
receiving set 
Sometimes the simp- 
lest type of receiver will bring- In 
stations from remarkable distances, 
but it will be found to be practic- 
ally impossible to repeat the per- 
formance night after, night 
Such 
reception is "freakish" and cannot 
be construed as the reliable receiv- 
ing range of the i ecelver. With the 
addition of a certain amount of \m- 
plifScation either radio or audio, it 
may be possible to obtain distances

Even here, though, some conditions 
may arise, when even this range 
could not be obtained. 


Batteries Injured by Overcharging. 


Overcharging of storage batteries 
produces excessive gassing and ;n- 
jgreases the temperature and in gen- 
eral may prove injurious to the

She began her study under the 
direction - of her father, a cellist of 
note, and later studied with Franz 
Kneisel. 
She was the first pupil 
accepted , by Prof. Leopold Auer, 
when, he'came to this country. At 
his. suggestion she made her debut 
in. Berlin in 1922 and played in con- 
cert at Dresden. Leipzig and Mu- 
nich. Returning to this country, sho 
appeared with the New York Sym- 
phony. New YorV: State Symphony 
and Chicago Symphony orchestras. 
She toured in recital concert a id 
appeared in many spring festivals, 
notably at Cornell university, Ann 
Arbor and Newark. . 


Tokatyan is a native of Philip- 
poli, Bulgaria. 
His parents re- 
moved to Egypt when he was four 
years old, and there he received 
violin and piano -instruction. While 
attending an Italian school in Alex- 
andria his voice was discovered. 
He was given place in the chapel 
choir and urged to pursue his study 
in Italy. 


He went to Italy in 1918 to sUidy 


under Maestro Cairone, and in 1921 
made his operatic debut at Des 
Grieirx in Puclnni's Manon Lescaut, 
at Modena's Toatro Storchio. Fol- 
lowing his American debut with the 
Scotti Opera company. May, 1922.

The issue of woman's economic independence may 


be regarded as having been definitely settled some 
years ago. 


j "\VIth the withdrawal of millions of men from the 


p ' e a c e f u l pursuits of trade a n d commerce when 
America entered the world war, women took their 
places. 
Some of the women took over the direction 


and management of large business and industrial es- 
tablishments. 
Hundreds of thousands of feminino 


workers were recruited to fill the subordinate posi- 
tion left vacant when men were called to the colors'. 


For the first time woman could say she had 


achieved 
economic independence. She supported 


herself. She did not have to look to any man for a 
home, for her clothing, or her amusements and en- 
tertainment.

Jt would seem that such a situation augurs well for 


tho future of woman, for the home, and for" the in- 
stitution of marriage. 


•Most of the dissatisfaction ivith marriage is trace- 


able to money troubles. Too generally in the past it 
lias been the wife and mother who has been called 
upon to sacrifice. The money for clothing has gone 
on the backs of husband and children. Since Father 
had to earn the living it was necessary for him to 
appear well-dressed, and properly groomed. Mother 
got along with the old clothes. And somewhat The 
same .situation existed when children were in the 
hou-ic. It was now shoes for them, and new coats for 
them, and new hats for them, since they had to keep 
on an equal footing with their schoolmates, while 
mother wore her last season's clothes, or made them 
over and- over until they were completely worn out. 


A recent investigation of divorce in Douglas coun- 


ty, with particular attention to. conditions in Omaha. 
revealed 29 percen^of all divorces had financial ten- 
sion back of them. 


The investigator found that in 1.415 divorce cases 


covering a period from 1921 to 1926, 60 percent of the 
women had worked outside of the home prior to or 
during marriage. He promptly concludes the en- 
trance of women into business and industry was 'de- 
stroying the institution of marriage.

condition, which will disappear- in a few years. 


Domestic happiness is not insured by" wealth and 


it does not need to fall before poverty. One cannot 
seriously question, however, that chances of happj 
ness and success in the home are greatly enhanced 
when there is a sufficiency of money to permit of a 
few of the comforts and conveniences of this amaz- 
ing age in which we are living. It is a fearful re'- 
flection on the strength of the marriage relation to 
presume woman remained in the home because of the 
fear she could not support herself, it is far

satisfying to believe she 
assumed control of the 


household because she loved her home, her children 
and her husband, and found her chief joy and com- 
fort in them. The economic independence which she 
has won should strengthen those natural ties. When 
the transitory and 
disrupting stages have 
bci'ii 


passed, and the new conditions recognized and cor- 
rectly interpreted, it should enable iier to be a bet- 
ter -wife and mother.

CHURCH MORE LIBERAL THAN LEGISLATORS. 


All is not darkness in the south, notwithstanding 


the efforts of some of those occupying- positions of in- 
fluence to lead the country to so believe. The legis- 
lators of Tennessee and those of some of the other 
fouthern states who have been seeking to impress up 
on their neighbors in other commonwealths the idea 
that the entire south is made up of ignorant and in- 
tolerant fanatics have just been given a severe jolt 
and it was dealt by no less a body than the Edu- 
cation Association of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South. 


This association, with but two dissenting- vote.? 


"put ourselves on record as opposed to all legisla- 
tion that would interfere with the proper teaching- of 
science in American schools and colleges." 
. Thus those at the head of the.educational system 
of a great religious body have shown themselves to 
be of far greater intelligence than the ones who have 
been elected by some of the states to enact laws and 
control the destinies of all the p'eople of those states. 
But while the south has been the scene- of practical- 
ly all the fights made against the advances of science 
it is not proper to conclude that all. or nearly all of 
the people of that section are of the character of 
those who have fathered such conflicts. 


The south has made tremendous progress in the 


last quarter of a century, not only materially, but 
educationally. It started under a fearful, handicap, 
however, for at the close of the Civil war it was 
without public schools, 
financially and it was 
thoroughly rehabilitated"itself and was supplied with 
surplus capital that anything was done toward ex- 
tending and improving the transportation, systems in 
the southern states. 


Those living in the far interior, in the most ab- 


ject poverty, were nevertheless deeply religious, us 
they understood religion, and they were most cer- 
tainly "fundamentalists." 
Furthermore, they had 


votes and the men in the legislature knew that thosj 
votes would be cast against anyone who failed to 
stand pat for that religion. 


If the legislators of the south insist upon having 


a state religion, the church schools may profit by 
such course. 
The limitations upon the teaching of 


science can only apply to those Institutions support- 
ed in whole or in part by public funds. 
So if tho 


truth is shut out of the public schools and colleges of 
Tennessee and other states, thcae seeking knowledge 
may be driven to the institutions supported by the 
religious denominations. Thus the Methodist church 
South has shown itself wise in more ways than one. 


JURY PSYCHOLOGY. 


One of. the most illuminating incidents in the sec- 


ond Daug-herty-Miller trial, which is now underway in 
New York, and in which the former attorney gen- 
eral and the former alien property custodian face 
criminal charges, occurred during 'the testimony oC 
Mai Daugherty. The latter is a brother of the former 
cabinet officer and is president of the Midland Na- 
tional bank'. 


An atmosphere which was surcharged as a result 


of the sharp clashes which had taken place between 
the government's counsel and legal representatives of 
the defense was transformed until everybody was 
laughing. 


AVe'll btick a pin on the claim Mai Daugherty made 


a good witness for the defense although called by 
District Attorney Buckner. He provided the only hu- 
mor which had crept into the case in more than two 
weeks in a highly technical and trying proceeding 
He gave the judge, the jury, the spectators, and even 
the participating lawyers a laugh—the only chance 
they had had to chuckle. He beamed benignly upon 
the brilliant young lawyer who w«is prosecuting hi.«v 
brother, twiddled his fingers, and drawled out his 
answers to questions. He made light of his brother's 
financial acumen, giving the impression that Harry 
Daugherty was a sort of babe in the woods. 


That is precisely the Idea Max Steur, who defend- 


ed Daugherty in the first trial, endeavored to got 
over. Mr. Steur contended the former attorney gen- 
eral has been his own worst enemy and through ex- 
asperation and anger over criticism, had given foun- 
dation to a sinister inference from a perfectly honor- 
able and innocent transaction. He referred to the dis- 
appearance or destruction of records from the bank. 


It was this which Mai Daugherty sought to erase 


from the minds of the jurors. Whenever he needed 
any money he said: "I just wrote myself a check on 
Harry's account. 
"Whenever Harry needed any he 


Jiad to ask me. But I just took it from him without 
asking." 


Of course the jury laughed, and the judge laue-hed, 


and tho spectators laughed. That was what"Mai 
wanted them to do. A laugh was about the only 
thing which would wipe out the memory of the miss- 
Ing records. 


BANKING LEGISLATION BEFORE CONGRESS. 
The only phase of the banking- legislation now be- 


fore congress — embodied in the McFadden bill which 
seems certain of passage— of interest to Nebraska is 
that provision which extends the charter of the fed- 
eral reserve banking system indefinitely. 


Originally the, bill was drawn to enable national 


banks, in those states where state institutions were 
permitted to engage in branch banking, to establish 
competing agencies. The section relating to the ex- 
tension of the charter of the national federal re- 
serve system indefinitely was an after thought on the 
past of Senator Glass. 
The original law chartered 


the federal reserve system 
for but twenty years. 


Speculation as to what would happen if the ques- 
tion of the extension of the charter should be thrown 
into the political arena has 
apprehension for 


some time. The country is most fortunate that the 
issue is being settled for all time. The value of the 
federal reserve system has been demonstrated beyond 
question. 


The other features of the McFadden bill relating 


to branch banking1 huve no significance in Nebraska, 
and in fact in most of the central western states. 
Kansas and Missouri will not cpme under its pro- 
visions. 


The McFndden -bill permits national banks to es- 


tablish branches in states where that privilege has

"With a 
steady trend 
toward 
manufacturing, the 


United States is faced with a possible shortage with- 
in the lifetime of the present generation' of young 
people. 


Better methods of farming- have been productive of 


splendid results. 


Since 1SS5 corn yields in Nebraska have increased 


from 6 to 10 bushels an acre over the average a'nd 
wheat yields from 5 to 6 bushels per acre. Of even 
greater consequence is the present-day tendency to- 
ward diversification of crop and effort. Its greatest 
benefit is insurance against complete failure under 
unavailable climatic conditions. But by diversifica- 
tion and rotation of crops,'the farmer Is rebuilding 
the soil and harvesting large crops.

turns out easily and well. Things 
like "The Lady", in which 
Mary 


Nash emoted effectively three years 
ago; things like "Cobra," which put 
Judith Anderson on the local dra- 
matic map; thing-s like "A very 
Good Young Man," in which the 
late Ada Lewis, Wallace Eddinger 
and Alan Dinehart were a sporting 
trio. 


But Mr. Brown, not content with 


such minor attainments, is now go- 
ing in for psychology' with a capi- 
tal P,, and the result is Instructive 
in its inadequacy. For the theme 
! of "The Dark", the third play of 
his to be produced here this sea- 
son, he has taken fear. In the old, 
simple days .Lottie the Poor Sales- 
lady would have visualized fear in 
the form of a threat to coast her 
under a subway express. But mo- 
dern dramatists have dug a little 
deeper isto the roots of so basic, 
yet subtle, tin emotion, and it needs 
more Than Mr. Brown's sharp sense 
of the theater to quicken this theme 
with actuality. 


The heroine of "The Dark" is a 


young 
society 
woman, 
a trifle 


"dizzy" and moody, a little given 
to living in a dream-world where 
all is beautiful and nothing: cruei. 
Since childhood she has abhorred 
night and its attendant suggestions 
of concealed ugliness and brutal- 
ity. Her "handsome 
husband, 
an 


electrical expert, has Tjeen working 
on a new lighting- system for their 
home, so that between their walls 
a sun shall rise as tho one in the 
real sky is falling. He is hideously 
blinded in his laboratory. This is 
too much for her. 


Adroit But 
Not Convincing, x 


Behind the 
black 
mask 
that 


shields his^blasted sockets she feels 
are terrors unspeakable. Inevitably 
she grows to loathe all of him 
or 


fancies she does. It is not, therefore, 
until the tortured man pinions her 
and tears the mask from his face, 
forcing her to stare into the charred 
orbits of bis vanished sight, that 
she finds the dread was of her own 
making. As the curtain falls, she is 
kissing his lips with infinite pas- 
sion. 


There is here stuff of inherent 


power and 
poignance, 
but 
Mr 


Brown has not made the most of 
his chance. The framework of his 
fable is simply well-written, "ex- 
terior" drawing room comedy, and 
the moments on which he ends his 
three acts are, paradoxically enough 
invalidated by the very fact 
of 


their technical cleverness. As 
a 


carpenter he is 
still 
extremely 


adroit, and the 
pantomimic scene 


where the blinded husband fumbles 
behind a curtain for the hidden re- 
volver with which he plans to kill 
himself while his silent and unob- 
served wife steals shuddering from 
the room is unforgettably tense. 


Louis Calhern, who in a single 


season has improved with each of 
his three successive performances, 
is admirable indeed as the husband, 
while Ann Andrews as the wife 
lets herself fly to pieces with con- 
siderable old-fashioned 
emotional 


effect. This is by the way, 
the 


same "Dark" tried out earlier with 
Elsie Ferguson and Basil 
Rath- 


bone.

battery, monolithic concrete

In 1S7T, while working on a high 


speed telegraph system, in which 
messages were 
embossed in dots 


and dashes on a strip of paper Ed- 
ison riiade the discovery that led to 
the phonograph. 


He found that the ordinary tele- 


graphic sending relays would not 
respond fast enough. In this em- 
ergency, ho 
recalled 
experiments 


that he had made with 
the 
tele- 


phone. 


The telephone, lie had noted, res- 


ponded to high pitched notes with 
thousands of vibrations per second. 
He thought: 


'Perhaps, if I connect the embos- 


sing point with a 
telephone dia- 


phragm, I will get better results." 


He soldered the little steel point 


to a diaphragm and ran th.e strip of 
paper beneath it. 
The embossing 


proceeded 
well, but 
when high 


speeds were 
attempted, he and 


Charles Batchelor, foreman of his 
shop at Menlo Park, N. J., noticed 
tliat the diaphragm gave out queer 
sounds. 


Discovery Was Accident. 


"I'll bet if I ran a smooth piece of 


paper under that point and talked 
to the diaphragm it would record 
what I said and reproduce it when 
we ran the strip back again," ven- 
tured Edison. 
, Batchelor said: Til bet $25 it 
won't work." 


E'dison decided that to record the 


movements of the diaphragm prop- 
erly he would use tin foil instead of 
paper and a grooved 
cylinder in- 


stead of a disk. He contrived 
a 


little machine by which a 
crank, 


hand operated ,turned the cylinder 
'as he shouted the words, "Mary had 
a little lamb." 
He then adjusted 


the reproducer, and 
turned 
the 


crank again . Out came the words: 


"Mary had a little lamb." 
Batchelor admitted he was frigh- 


tened. Edison later &aid: 


"I never was so taken aback in 


my life." As for the world, it was 
amazed beyond belief . 


For tho next ten years, Edison 


was busy with electric lighting1. Be- 
yond making- a few crude phono- 
graphs for exhibition 
purposes he 


did nothing more with the thing un- 
til 1S87, when he resumed his ex- 
periments and a 
commercial pro- 


duct was obtained. 


The phonograph wa<3 responsible 


for the development of a huge new 
industry. More important however, 
it became one of the most important 
cultural influences of the last fifty 
years.
